The troops under Col. Frye were 
marched to Fort William Henry 
on the southern shore of Lake 
George. In the garrison was sta¬ 
tioned Col. Monroe with five hun¬ 
dred British regulars. Col. Frye’s 
militia was outside the fort. 

Fifteen miles distant at Fort Ed¬ 
ward, was Gen. Webb with a force 
of fifteen thousand strong. Ap¬ 
prehending no attack, the little 
garrison at Fort William Henry 
awaited orders and re-enforcements 
for the march on Crown Point. 
Suddenly on the 1st of August, the 
tranquil lake swarmed withlndiau 
canoes. Following them a French 
fleet bore down upon the fort. 
Montcalm, with a force of eight or 
nine thousand French and Indians 
was upon them. The brave little 
garrison met the summons to 
surrender with defiance, and sent 
swift messages to Gen. Webb for 
re-enforcements, but received in 
return, only the unwelcome advice 
to surrender. In spite of the odds 
against them, they held their 
ground till the guns of the fort 
were dis bled and their ammuni¬ 
tion gone. Even then Col. Frye 
opposed capitulation. He offered 
to lead his men to a hand-to-hand 
fight with ^the Indians, but was 
obliged to yield to the opinion of 
the British commander. Col. 
Monroe finally surrendered upon 
honorable terms, and upon prom¬ 
ise of the French general, of a 
safe march for the troops down to 
Fort Edward. Montcalm did not, 
perhaps could not, keep his prom¬ 
ise. It is probable that, like Bur- 
goyne a few years later, he may 
have found himself unable to re¬ 
strain the ferocity of his barbarous 
allies. The breach of faith seems 
whohy unworthy the chivalrous 
hero of Quebec, fit foeman of our 
noble Wolfe. Col. Frye however, 
seems to have had no uncertain 
opinion as to the guilt in the 
matter, for in a memorial to the 
Massachusetts Legislature detail¬ 
ing his sufferings, he flatly ac¬ 
cuses the enemy of ‘‘Perfidy and 
Inhumanity.” When the troops 
were marching to Fort Edward 
under the nominal protection of a 
French escort, the Indians fell 
upon them and engaged in a 
general massacre attended by 
every kind of cruelty and indig¬ 
nity. Col. Frye was dragged into 
the woods, stripped of all his cloth¬ 
ing except his shirt, and was about 
to be murdered, when in the 
strength of desperation, he sprang 
upon his savage foe and, all un¬ 
armed as he was, conquered and 
killed him. He escaped into the 
forest and ran three days through 
the woods, suffering beyond des¬ 
cription in body and mind from 
the horrors of the fight, the hauat- 
ing scenes of the massacres, his 
anxiety for his brave men, and the 
perils of his condition. At last, 
nearly starved, exhausted from 
suffering and exposure, and half 
crazed, he reached Fort Edward. 
It was only with careful nursing 
that he regained his accustomed 
strength of body and mind. In rec¬ 
ognition of his unusual suffer¬ 
ings and his long and valiant ser¬ 
vice in defence of his country, the 
legislature of Massachusetts after¬ 
ward granted him “a tract of land 
sufficient for a township in some 
place between a river called Ossi- 
pee And running into the Saco riv¬ 
er and the mountains above Pig- 
wacket.” With admirable judg¬ 
ment he chose the site of the 
beautiful town of Fryeburg, which 
bears his name. A party of colon¬ 
ists from Andover, Col. Frye’s 
home, made a settlement upon it, 
andin 1770, Col. Frye moved there 
with his family. He was not how¬ 
ever to remain long in the cultiva¬ 
tion of the quiet arts of peace. In 
the last of May, 1775, we find him 
on a visit to Andover. It seems 
he had left his plantation for the 
purpose of procuring a supply of 
powder, which without doubt, the 
sturdy warrior looked upon as one 
of the necessities of life, certainly 
in a plantation near the Canada 
line, and consequently so exposed 
to attack from the British. Not 
having been able to get any ammu¬ 
nition In any of the trading towns, 
he arrived at last in his old home 
and tarried there in expectation of 
the arrival of a large store of 
powder at Watertown. 

Records say that the visit of the 
distinguished citizen was a great 
event in Andover. He had been 
for many years closely identified 
with its affairs and was exceed¬ 
ingly popular, the hero of Its 
military romance, (think how we 
should feel toward Hobson, or any 
of the heroes of our late war, were 
we their townspeople) as well as 
a trusted man of affairs. He it 
was who had presided over those 
stormy town meetings which had 
followed the passage of Writs of 
Assistance, the Sttrap Act.and 
other odious measures ten years 


before.. 

He was still in Andover on that 
glorious 17th of June. On the 
Sunday morning following the day 
of the battle, he made his way to 
camp at Cambridge. Here his old 
friends gathered around him, the 
officers and soldiers of his former 
campaigns. They urged him to 
stay and accept a command. As 
might be expected, he decided to 


j enter the service again, not how¬ 
ever without much solicitude con¬ 


cerning the exposed plantation of 
Fryeburg. Feb. 5th, 1775 he re¬ 
ceived his commission of Brigadier 
General from Washington in per¬ 
son, and was placed in command 
of a force stationed at Cumberland, 
(now Portland) for the defence of 
the sea coast. We have at hand 
no record of his service during the 
Revolution or of his later years. 
An order book of his while station¬ 
ed at Cumberland is on exhibition 
in the Prince collection in the 
Boston Public Library. 

There is now in the possession 
of Judge Frye a genealogical ac¬ 
count of the Frye family in An¬ 
dover, in the fine, well rounded 
hand writing of Gen. Frye, bear¬ 
ing the date Mar. 19,17S3, to which 
the following letter is appended: 
Dear Children:— 

Being sensible tbe foregoing gen¬ 
ealogy neither is nor can be of any 
public benefit, it cannot be worthy 
of public notice. I therefore hand 
it down to you, to the end that you 
and your descendants may (if you 
or any of them have or may have 
the curiosity) look back to the firsfe- 
of the family in Andover, from 
whom you derived your nativity, 
and may continue it along to many 
generations, if you or any of them 
think proper to do it; with that 
view (and no other) it is presented 
to you by your 

Affectionate Father 
Mar. 19, 17S3- Joseph Frye. 

The account is full of interest, 
though extremely modest regard¬ 
ing the achievements of the family, 
but the records of Audover, Mass., 
to which town the “Progenitor of 
the Family” as Gen. Frye styles 
his grandfather, came from An¬ 
dover in England, prove it to have 
been a family of great prominence. 
An old record with the go-as-you 
please spelling of that day, states 
that they were “men of Grate 
note; copprils, Sergeants, Clarks, 
Ensigns, Lieut., Twelve Captain, 
Mager, Cornels, and Mager Gen¬ 
erals. Two judges of the Corfcs 
Supreme and Court of Common 
Pleas, and two that had titel of 
Honorable Counsellors, several 
justices of the Peace and some of 
the rest Excellent Good Citizens.” 

Succeeding generations could 
add many more illustrious titles 
to the list. The very latest would 
be “Member of the American 
Peace Commission.” That is 
probably not the proper way to 
phrase it. Without doubt, there 
is an “Honorable” somewhere in 
the title, if I knew where to place 
it. I suppose though if I tacked 
one on before and behind and 
sandwiched them in galore the 
constituents of our distinguished 
Senator would declare there were 
none too many. 

Many others of the family, with 
characters woven of the fine fibre 
of patriotism, stand outlined 
against the background of colonial 
history. 

The adventures of the young 
chaplain, Jonathan Frye, mortally 
wounded at Lovewell’s fights, in 
1725, dying alone- in the wilder¬ 
ness, furnished Hawthorne, his ro¬ 
mantic tale, “Roger Malvin’s Buri¬ 
al.” It is a pathetic story, that of 
“the young Gentleman of Liberal 
Education, who was Greatly Be¬ 
loved by the soldiers' for his excel¬ 
lent Performances and good Be¬ 
haviour,” so read the quaint an¬ 
nals, “who fought with Undaunted 
Courage till that time of the Day 
that he was mortally wounded and 
when he could fight no longer, 
prayed audibly several times for 
tbe Preservation and Success of the 
Residue of the Company,” and so 
full of interest is it, that It is only 
by imposing the severest self-re¬ 
straint that we leave ittfntold. 

There was Col. Jas. Frye with a 
military career hardly less distin¬ 
guished than that of Gen. Joseph; 
a bluff soldier, generous and brave, 
whom everybody loved, who prid¬ 
ed himself, like Miles Standish, in 
being “a fighter and not a maker 
of speeches,” but who had the per¬ 
suasive eloquence that never miss¬ 
ed its mark. To his story is added 
the pathos of an untimely death in 
the midst of the Revolutionary war 
when his death was a severe blow 
to the patriots. There are too, tra¬ 
ditions of his son who proved him¬ 
self the readiest of Minute Men on 
the morning of the Concord fight. 
Indeed the enthusiast in our ear¬ 
ly history can rarely find a more 
fascinating group than that of the 
Frye family. 

Apropos of this sketch, Is a story 
told by JELon. Wm. P. Frye in a 
campaign speech in 1884. The 


feeling between England and 
America then, was not the; prime 
rose one of this day. He probably 
would not tell the story in the 
same spirit or with the same ef¬ 
fect now, when the relations be¬ 
tween the two great English speak¬ 
ing navions aro happily so much, 
more cordial. Then we were ac¬ 
cusing them of unendurable insol¬ 
ence and hauteur toward us and 
they in turn, looked upon us as 
: hopeless parvenus. Mr. Frye was 
I telling some incident of overbear¬ 
ing conduct in the then British 
minister, and he. exclaimed in his 
inimitable way, “Why, I could tell 

s Sir-that my great 

grandfather commanded troops at 
the seige of Louisburg, while his, 
was a sutler in the British camp.” 
I felt then that an American an¬ 
cestry was a fine thing to have. 
And I am more and more convinc¬ 
ed, as research throws constantly, 
new light upon their remarkable 
career, that history furnishes no 
greater heroes than the sturdy pa¬ 
triots of early New England days.

Like Helen Lindley,, let every

Let no 
one say, in reading this, that too 
much is here required of sisters, 
that no one can be expected to 
lead such a self-sacrificing life; for 
the sainted one to whom I refer, 
was all I would ask any sister to 
be, and a happier person never 
lived. To do good and make 
others happy was her rule of life, 
and in this she found the art of 
making herself so. 

“Sisters should always be will¬ 
ing to walk, ride, and visit with 
their brothers, and esteem it a 
privilege to be their companions. 
It is worth while to learn

and the result-in the case, of perennials 
would be to greatly weaken their consti¬ 
tution. The following year’s growth 
would be poor and scanty, and in some 
cases the plant would barely keep alive. 
The symptoms were analogous, in fact, 
to those which would be exhibited in 
animal subjects under the same treat¬ 
ment. It is noteworthy that all the 
functions of plants can be arrested by- 
the application of chloroform or a weak 
solution of opium or other soporific. In 
regard to the shoot of the germinating 
seed upward and the root downward 
there must be a directing force or brain 
power. There is no structure in plants 
more wonderful than the tip of the root. 
The course pursued by .the root in pene¬ 
trating the ground is determined by the 
tip. Darwin wrote, “It is hardly an 
exaggeration to say that the tip of the 
radicle, endowed as it is with such 
diverse kinds of sensitiveness, acts like 
the brain of animals. ” Arthur Smith 
fully maintains this view, and, while 
contending that plants do possess brain 
power, argues that they sleep and re¬ 
quire rest not only for their physical 
but for their nervous organism. He 
holds that it is impossible to witness 
oertaiu organs taking determinate posi¬ 
tions and directions, surmounting in¬ 
tervening obstacles, moving spontane¬ 
ously, or study the manner in which 
they are affected by stimulants, narcot¬ 
ics or poisons, and • yet declare these 
phenomena to be caused by-a different 
power from that which produces similar 
actions and effects in animals.—Chicago 
Record.

As soon as the walls fell in, the 
fire fiend began to attack the gro¬ 
cery store of George Jones, which 
stood less than twenty feet below 
it, and although it did not totally 
destroy the building, it gutted it in 
good shape. 

As soon as he discovered that 
the house was on fire, proprietor 
Andrews immediately alarmed his 
guests, who managed to leave by 
the veranda and windows, after 
which he and his wife jumped from 
the back piazza of the second story 
to he ground, from which effects 
they have not yet entirely re¬ 
covered ;their little son who refused 
to jump,was soon afterwards rescu¬ 
ed by means of a ladder. 

The total loss was about $5,500, 
and was covered by a fair insur¬ 
ance.

Drankennem and Cirrhosis. 

Lancereaux, having been struck by 
tbe absence of drunkenness in the sub¬ 
jects of cirrhosis, has investigated tbe 
influence of various alcoholic liquors in. 
tbe production of cirrhosis. In 210 cases 
of oirrhosis examined by him in 35 
years 68 of the subjects had drunk wine 
alone in excess; 126, wine in combina¬ 
tion with brandy, rum or absinth; 12, 
wine and beer, and 4, wine and cider 
in large quantities. These figures clear¬ 
ly show that in Paris at any rate wine, 
and not alcoholic drinks generally, 
must be considered the antecedent of 
cirrhosis. Conversely, in Britanny and 
Normandy, where little wine, but much 
brandy, is drunk, cirrhosis is rare. In 
Haiti, where a great deal of rum and 
arrack is consumed, hepatic cirrhosis is 
unknown. Lancereaux finds that the 
poisonous body in wine is sulphate of 
potassium. In Paris plastered wines 
contain four to six grams of this salt 
per liter, and three liters per diem was 
the average quantity taken in the cases 
he investigated. That sulphate of po¬ 
tassium alone gives rise to'oirrhosis he 
proved by feeding rabbits, guinea pigs 
and dogs with it. After surviving for 
from six to 18 months they died and 
presented typical venous oirrhosis. The 
general consensus of opinion expressed 
by thosewho have given alcohol experi¬ 
mentally to animals is that it sets up 
fatty degeneration in liver cells, but 
does not produce cirrhosis. It appears 
that there is some body other than alco¬ 
hol in alcoholic drinks which gives rise 
to oirrhosis, and this Lancereaux be¬ 
lieves is the salts of potassium, especial¬ 
ly the sulphates.—New York Times. 


Weaving Picture* Into Fabric!. 

Among the foreign soientifio items 
is the claim put forth by an Austrian 
inventor of his intention to set up a 
loom at the Paris exhibition destined to 
revolutionize the weaving of pictures 
into textile fabrics—that is, by a unique 
adaptation of electricity and photog¬ 
raphy he declares the practicability of 
laying out and applying designs for this 
purpose that would require months or 
even years under the old process in 
vogue. At the Vienna jubilee exhibi¬ 
tion the capabilities of the new inven¬ 
tion have been displayed in the weaving 
of small landscapes in silk in a. very 
short time. It is intended to have at 
Paris a loom of this kind that will pho¬ 
tograph tbe subject, prepare the design 
plate and weave a silk handkerchief- 
containing the photograph, woven in 
colors, inside of 20 minutes.

; best hive for farmers. 

Suggestions For Those Who Keep n 
Few Colonics of Bees. 

In complying with a request made 
through The American Bee Journal for 
information as to the best style of bive 
for a farmer who may keep a few colo¬ 
nies of bees, G. M. Doolittle, an author¬ 
ity in “beedom,” says: 

All depends upon how “the farmer” 
intends to keep his bees and what time 
he expeots to spend on them. If he in¬ 
tends only to hive the swarms when 
they issue and put on the surplus ar¬ 
rangement when the white clover com¬ 
mences to bloom, paying little or no at¬ 
tention to them otherwise (which is the 
way the average farmer tends to the 
bees), then I would say that the box 
hive, formerly known as the “Miner 
hive, ” is as good for such a one as any 
hive in existence. 

4 Why I single out this hive from the 
hundreds of other box hives or log gums 
of the past Is that the top was so ar¬ 
ranged that by the removal of a “honey 
board” the surplus arrangement could 
be set immediately over tbe combs, 
thus placing no more barrier in tbe way 
of the bees in entering the sections than 
there is with the best hive ever invent¬ 
ed, and should dnr farmer ever want to 
gell his bees they will bring from 50 
ceuts to $1 more per hive than they 
would in any of the others on.account 
of the provision Mr. Miner made of 
slats standing with the kuifelike edge 
d.iwn, so that the bees nearly, if not 
qnitaalways, build tbeircombs straight 
and truer so that, when they come into 
the possession of the practical bee mas¬ 
ter, they are easily transferred to any 
of the movable frame hives. 

If, on the other band, the farmer i? 
willing to give the bees the attention 
which they require—which is far less 
than-he would give one of his horses or 
cows—then I would say that nothing 
short of a good movable frame bive will 
be good enough for him. As to which 
of the frame hives is best I would say 
much depends ou the locality in which 
we live. If in the south, then theLang- 
stroth, or even shallower frames will 
do as well as any; but, if north of lati¬ 
tude 42 degrees to 45 degrees, then I 
would prefer a deeper" frame, if the ! 
bees are to be wintered on tbo summer 
stands. Of- course chaff packing will 
help the shallow frame hive, but I be¬ 
lieve it is something conceded by all 
that a deep frame is preferable for tbe 
extreme north, where bees are to be 
wintered out of doors. 

A hive whioh will bring tbe colonies 
out strong in the spring is something 
worth looking after where the crop of 
white honey comes early in the season, 
as it always does where white clover is 
the chief source of supply, and the hive 
which accomplishes this item the most 
perfectly is the one the farmer, or any 
other person keeping bees, sbonld look 
after. Lots of bees in time for tbe 
honey harvest, without contracting the 
swarming fever, means success to their 
keeper, while few bees at that time 
means’a failure, no matter how many 
there may be at all other times. 

Cheapest Lime For the Soil. 

It is impossible to state definitely for 
all locations and conditions wbat form 
of lime is cheapest to use. According to 
good authority, caustic or quick lime is 
the most concentrated, form and conse¬ 
quently the most economical to handle. 
On account of its caustic properties it 
is more vigorous in its action than tbe 
milder sulphate (gypsum) or carbonates 
(limestone, chalk, wood ashes, marl, 
etc.). There may be special reasons, 
however, why some of the latter forms 
may he preferable. For instance, gyp¬ 
sum, on account of its peculiar composi¬ 
tion, has been found to be a specially 
valuable corrective of black alkali. 

Sugar Beet Items. ,, 

In some Wisconsin sugar beet experi¬ 
ments it was found that white beets are 
richer in sugar and have a higher co¬ 
efficient ot purity than red beets. Proper 
culture was found to be of . greater im¬ 
portance than the use of auy particular 
kind of standard seed. It was observed 
that in general beets grown after cere¬ 
als were of good quality, and that bests 
following summer fallow were excep¬ 
tionally high in sugar content and 
purity. 

News and Notes. 

An Orange Judd Farmer correspond¬ 
ent says it is his experience that fresh, 
clean eggs, gathered in October and 
packed in oats or middlings, with the 
smaller end down and no two eggs 
touching each olher, will be found in 
March with albumen as clear and of 
the same consistency as when first 
packed. 

The method of inoculating with soil 
that is usually recommended consists 
in scattering broadcast on the plowed 
ground about one ton per acre of‘soil 
from a field of clover, vetch, etc. This 
earth should be harrowed in promptly 
and thoroughly.- 

From the number of requests made 
for blackleg vaccine to tbe Kansas sta¬ 
tion from people all over the state much 
interest seems to be felt in its use. 

Owing to the short apple crop the 
supply of cider and cider vinegar prom¬ 
ises to be limited and to bring good 
prices. 

Tbero appears to be an increased de¬ 
mand from Europe for American flax¬ 
seed. 


The Cornell station finds in the pow¬ 
dered soaps now much used a source of 
Injury and sometimes death for swill 
fed pigs. Tbo danger is in poisoning 
f .rom an excess of alkali. 

The wheat crop of the world for 1898 
is estimated by the department of agri¬ 
culture at 2,840,000,000 bushels, the 
largest crop on record, though this is 
somewhat offset by the smallness of the 
reserve stock. 

The crop report gives the average for 
Irish potaoes on Oct. 1 at 10.9 points 
higher than the October condition last 
year, but 2.7 below the mean of Octo¬ 
ber averages for tbe past ten years. 

UNFERMENTED WINE. 

How to Make Tills Nonalcoholic and 
Refreshing: Beverage. 

J Five pounds of Concord grapes; wash 
; and rinse through two waters. Put in 
l porcelain or granite kettle, mash with 
| potato masher. Add one quart of cold 
j water, stir up with a silver spoon. Let 
' stand five minutes, place over a moder¬ 
ate fire, stir occasionally until ready to 
boil. Boil five minutes, closely covered. 
This is long enough to extract the juice. 
Set off the'fire, keep covered until cool 
enough to strain. Have a cheesecloth 
ready washed and in warm water, wring 
out and spread over a large bowl. Put 
in the grapes with a teacup. Liftnp the 
cloth and pour the juice into another- 
bowl or vessel. Then haDg np tbe cloth 
containing the grapes to drip. If noth¬ 
ing else is handy, take a broom and 
place across two chair backs and put 
the pan ou a stool or tin pan turned up¬ 
side down Let drip while lunching. 
By this time nearly, if not all, of the 
juice will be extracted. Do not squeeze 
it, or but lightly if at all, or there will 
be scum to skim off. Let it hang longer 
rather than squeeze it. Have pieces of 
tape sewed at differeut places on the 
rloth, will) a string rnn through them 
to bang up by Have this ready before 
pnmmencing 

Have the bottles well washed and 
rinsed in hot water and in the stove to 
get hot when commencing, corks ready 
fitted. Have new ones if possible. Wash, 
out tbe kettle, put the grape juice in it, 
add half a pound of granulated sugar, 
stir it until melted, pnt on a’close fit¬ 
ting lid and boil with a steady fire ten 
minutes. Set off, get one bottle out of 
the oven, set it ou a wet cloth, put in a 
funnel, fill up quickly, leaving only 
room enough for the cork to fit in. If 
too full, pour out a few drops. Push 
the cork in firmly, set the bottle aside, 
pnt the kettle back on the fire and heat 
until smoking. Then fill another bottle, 
aud so on until the juice is used. Be 
sure to put the corks in at once as the 
bottle is filled, and have the juice up 
to the cork. As the bottle cools tbe 
juice will lower and will leave too much 
space. When all are filled, take a small 
hammer aud pound lightly on all the 
corks to set them in as far as possible 
to go. Sealing the corks is not neces¬ 
sary. Keep in a dry, cool place.—Phil¬ 
adelphia Press 

How to Make Sweetbread Patties. 

One pair sweetbreads boiled and 
chopped. Remove all fat and membrane 
Make a sauce with one tablespoon each 
of butter and flour, one cup water in 
which sweetbreads were cooked, salt 
and pepper to taste. Mix thoroughly, 
put in cases and bake. Serve with quar¬ 
tered lemons. 

How to Cook Honeyed Apples. 

Remove tbe cores from six large, fair 
cooking apples and arrange in a granite 
or earthen ware baking dish. Into each 
cavity put a piece of butter the size of 
a large filbert and fill remainder of cav¬ 
ity with honey. Pour one and a half 
teacups of water around apples and 
bake until tender. Remove carefully 
into a glass dish, and to the sirup in 
the bottom of the baking dish add a 
half cup of hot water, one tablespoon 
of butter aud three of honey. Let boil 
up nicely, and when somewhat cooled 
pour around the apples. 

How to Cool: Brain Fritters. 

Into half a cupful of vinegar grate 
an onion, add a teaspoonful of .salt, a 
saltspoonful of pepper and pour over a 
pint of brains sliced as potatoes for fry¬ 
ing. After standing two hours pour off 
the liquor, wipe the slices, dip in bat¬ 
ter and fry. Tbe slices may be larger if 
preferred.

ABOUT EYEGLASSES. 

How to Wear and Clean Them, Ac¬ 
cording - to an Optician. 

Remember that yon have a fragile 
and delicate instrument, one that al¬ 
ways requires considerate and careful 
handling. 

The whole success or usefulness of 
spectacles depends upon their proper 
position in front of the eye. If they are 
bent out of their right position, or oth¬ 
erwise misplaced, they become thereby 
worse than useless. 

In putting ou or taking off spectacles 
always use both bands and do ii in such 
a way that the temple pieces are not 
pulled widely apart or otherwise strain¬ 
ed so as to wrench, bend or loosen the at¬ 
tachments. 

In putting on the glasses do not crush 
"the lenses against the eye and thus soil 
them at once. 

Fold and unfold the frames as little 
as possible and always with care. Upon 
retiring at night leave them unfolded 
and in some ..place where other objects 
will not be laid upon them. Never lay 
a lens on its face, but always on its 
edge. 

For cleaning lenses, which should be 
done several times a day, use a clean, 
unstarched old cotton or linen handker¬ 
chief, and one never used for any other 
purpose. Neper nse chamois, leather, 
tissue paper, silk or woolen material, 
etc. To remove all obscurities, it is 
well (except in bifocal glasses) to clean 
the lenses with the aid of ammoniated 
water once or twice daily. In cleans¬ 
ing, firmly grasp the frame at the outer 
edge, close up the lens near the hinge 
with the thumb and forefinger of the. 
left hand. Do not hold by the bridge. 

A well fitted frame has the optical 
centei of the lenses opposite the pnpil 
in the most used position of the eyes, 
one lens never higher than the other or 
farther from the eye than the other, 
tbe upper edge of the lenses slightly in¬ 
clined forward, the lashes never strik¬ 
ing the lenses, the bridge accurately in 
apposition with but not cutting or deep¬ 
ly indenting the sides of the nose, the 
temple pieces straight from the outer 
•lens attachments to the tops of the ears 
and in apposition with but not cutting 
the skin of the temples, the curve at 
the top of the ear sharp, conforming to 
the shape of tbe ear curve, etc. Do not 
attempt to remedy these defects yourself. 

Bifocal lenses need the greatest care, 
to keep them from getting ont of ad¬ 
justment More than others, they de¬ 
mand absolute precision of position.— 
Chicago Herald
